MANY BUSINESSES PAY 
UP THEIR BILLS EARLY 


In Order To Cut Down Bank Ac­ 
counts, Some Ev en Pay Their 
Spring Taxes In Adv ance 


With Feb. 29 
as a deadline, 
many residents of Rush county 
are hurrying to get ev erything 
possible -under cov er*’ before as 
sessing officers start listing pro­ 
perty for taxes on the following 
day. Under the law assessments 
are made as of March 1, 
and 
many persons each 
year 
ar­ 
range their affairs in such a way 
that they will hav e 
the 
least 
possible amount of taxable pro­ 
perty on hands on that date. 
The fact that March 1 is near 
has been indicated in a number 
of ways, it was said today. Mon­ 
ey is now being 
drawn from 
bank s and 
used 
to purchase 
non-taxable bonds, to pay debts 
and for other such 
purposes. 
Tax money, which is not delin­ 
quent until after the first Mon­ 
day in May, is now being paid in 
a fairly rapid rate at the office 
of the county treasurer. The 
month prior to March 1 more 
nearly than at any other time 
in the year represents a period 
when indiv iduals try to get rid 
of money instead of to k eep it, 
which is most emphatically the 
case during the other 11 months 
of the year. 
Firms and 
indiv iduals 
who 
are considered as good business 
men in many instances do not 
wait until the tenth of the foi­ 
ling month 
to pay 
February 
bills, but 
instead 
arrange 
to 
mak e payments on the last day 
of the month, thus 
depleting 
their bank accounts. Normally it 
is considered as good business 
to wait until the tenth of the 
month to pay bills, thereby hav ­ 
ing the use of the other fellow’s 
money for the additional 
ten 
days but with assessment time 
at hand things are different. 
The assessing officers does not 
hav e any hesitancy in ask ing 
-And how much money in the 
bank on March 1?" Ke usually 
look s the assessee in the 
eye 
and watches for the 
reaction. 
Sometimes, if he is new at the 
job he reads from the painted 
schedule and is certain that he 
gets the right phrasing on the 
inquiry, but, nev ertheless, it is 
propounded and must be an­ 
swered. Therefore the anxiety 
about depleting the bank 
ac­ 
count. And then, too, money is 
assessed at one hundreds cents 
on the dollar and not at three- 
fourths v alue or less as in the 
case of real estate or personal 
property. 
Many persons hav e paid their 
spring taxes, presumably per­ 
sons who desired to reduce their 
bank accounts 
in anticipation 
of the 
v isit of 
the assessor.

Veteran Edito r 
Declares That

Vincennes, Ind., Feb. 28—(U.R)— 
Thomas H. Adams, of Vincennes 
was on his way today to finish 
as gov ernor of Indiana what he 
started as leader of the 
fight 
against political corruption. 
Before more than 4.000 Knox 
county citizens, he 
announced 
last night his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination for gov ­ 
ernor. The formal declaration of 
candidacy was expected to 
be 
filed today with 
Secretary 
of 
State Freerick E. Schortemeier at 
Indianapolis. 
Nationally k nown for his bat­ 
tle to bring D. C. 
Stephenson’s 
charges to the 
attention 
of 
grand juries, Adams 
launched 
his candidacy on a platform of 
“completing the house-cleaning 
from the statehouse.” 
He rev iewed the history of the 
political scandal 
in 
Indiana, 
omitting his own share in push­ 
ing the inquiry to a conclusion, 
and warned his audience 
that 
the effort is not closed. The task , 
he asserted, must be completed

Rochester, Ind., Feb. 28—(U.R)— 
Ten children and a driv er wrere 
injured near here today in 
a 
collision between an Erie Rail­ 
road fast freight train and 
a 
leaded school hack . Two of the 
children were so badly hurt 
it 
was feared they would die. 
Clev e Biddinger, 
of 
Leiters 
Ford, driv er of the hack , suffered 
scalp wounds. 
He was ufiable to explain the 
accident. 
The most seriously hurt were 
Pearl Murray, 15, who suffered 
probable internal injuries 
and 
was cut about the head, 
and 
Omer Murray, 8, 
her brother, 
whose sk ull was believ ed 
frac­ 
tured. The other children were 
cut and bruised. 
The bus was demolished. 
The others injured were: 
Mary Jane Woolington, 10; Ar- 
cshie Wollington, 7; 
Bernice 
Butts, 16, Orv ille Butts, 14; Ro­ 
bert Butts, 10; Chester Bowersox, 
18; Donabell Brugh, 13, and Jo­ 
seph Brugh, 9. 
They were brought to Wood- 
lawn hospital here on the 
two 
engines of the double 
header 
freight that hit the bus. 
The crash hurled the hack 30 
feet away and turned it 
ov er, 
wreck ing it. The injured 
were 
remov ed from 
beneath 
the 
wreck age by Frank Berry, a far­ 
mer liv ing near the 
crossing, 
and members of the crew of the 
freight train. 
The Erie railroad is 
double 
track ed where the wreck 
oc­ 
curred. 
Two of the children in 
tne 
bus were unhurt—Florence Woo­ 
lington, 12, and Hubert Bower­ 
sox, 16. 
Frantic parents besieged the 
hospital after the accident. 
The driv er, Biddinger, was in­ 
v olv ed recently 
in a 
similar 
wreck at Leiters Ford but he was 
the only occupant of the hack 
he was driv ing at the time. He 
was badly hurt. 
Reports that other 
children 
were hurt were found inaccur­ 
ate.

fee. plus $5 for the male as sec­ 
ond dog. it would cost him $10. 
Assessor Stavev says that $8 in 
that case would be correct. 
Another argument arises over 
the same section. Many families 
have two dogs, one the nroperty 
of the man, the other the nro- 
partv of the wife, or some^oth^r 
adult member of the iam ’ly. In 
ibis case* would the fact that 
the two dogs are harbored under 
the same roof cause the assess­ 
ment, of the second dog penalty 
cr would thev be counted slnpdv. 
The countv assessor is of the 
opinion that if both dogs 
are 
owned bv adult taxpayers thev 
would be counted singly, 
but 
that it^would not suffice for the 
owner of several does to distri­ 
bute the 
ownership 
around 
omcmg the minor members 
of 
his family.

have agreed, after looking over the gigantic 
rocket that the starting of it at least wiii make 
a lovely fireworks exhibition. 


MORE FORESTS ARE NEEDED.
